The immigrant population is at an 
all-time high of 26.3 million and has 
increased by 33 percent since 1990, 
according to the Census Bureau. 

According to other government 
sources, the number of illegal aliens 
entering the country is higher than ever 
because of NAFTA. Under NAFTA, 
trucks can cross the border from Mexi- 
co freely. 

But the Border Patrol lacks the man- 
power to inspect all the trucks for safe- 
ty, so the lives of Americans traveling 
the highways are endangered, since 
most of the trucks fail to meet mini- 
mum standards. 

But in the few “spot checks” the Bor- 
der Patrol conducts, it often finds illegal 
aliens hiding under the cargo being 
imported. Sometimes illegal aliens are 
the entire cargo—their payments to be 
smuggled across make them more valu- 
able than tomatoes. 

The cost to American taxpayers is 
high. According to the Census Bureau: 

e The proportion of immigrant house- 


holds receiving welfare is 30 percent to 
50 percent higher than natives. 

¢ The poverty rate for immigrants is 
50 percent higher than that of natives. 
Immigrants account for one in seven 
persons living in poverty. 

But America is paying a price much 
higher than money: The ease with 
which foreigners move into this country, 
both legally and illegally, threatens to 
strip the United States of its cultural 
identity, many experts within and with- 
out government warn, despite the pain 
of being called “racist” and “nativist.” 

South American countries are now 
moving toward “dual citizenship” for 
people who flee to the United States, 
thus blurring the lines of patriotism 
and loyalty. 

Mexico has passed a law retaining 
citizenship for Mexicans who become 
US. citizens by taking an oath of loyal- 
ty to this country.

Dual citizenship strikes at the heart 
of patriotism. With the single exception 
of Israel, if an American applies for, and 
obtains, citizenship in another country, 
it is an automatic renunciation of U.S.

But an American citizen, if he quali- 
fies, can apply for Israeli citizenship—a 
process that can take months—and 
remain an American citizen. The late 
terrorist from the Jewish Defense 
League, Maier Kahane, became an 
Israeli citizen, was elected to the Knes- 
set, but returned to New York to vote. 


While confusing so-called “new Amer- 
icans” and native-born Americans about 
where their national loyalty lies serves 
the cause of world-government advo- 
cates—it guts the very soul of America.

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GOP Must Focus on Issues 


Will Republican support for the 
impeachment and conviction of Bill 
Clinton hurt the party in future elec- 
tions? Well, yes, if you believe what 
carefully selected pollsters and experts 
are telling the pro-Clinton media. But 
not really, if the Republicans can learn 
how to make the case against Clinton 
as well as how to make the case for 
other issues.

issues. We have to have something to 
say other than that Clinton is a bad guy, 
and right now we don’t.” 

For some reason, Uncle Remus’s 
story of Br’er Rabbit and the brier patch 
keeps coming to mind whenever you 
read the Post or other leftish newspa- 
pers on why the Republicans would be 
better off if they just forgot about 
impeaching Clinton.

event was not accounted for in millions 
of computers and computerized sys- 
tems, including super-sophisticated sys- 
tems that control electrical power, com- 
munications, air traffic, freight han- 
dling etc.

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Oklahoma Grand J ury Failed to Anst 


How and why did the grand j jury investigating the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing determine there was “no conspiracy” bigger than Timothy McVeigh and 
Terry Nichols in the bombing. What were the secret forces at work manipu- 
lating the grand jury? These were some of the provocative questions 
addressed on the Jan. 3 broadcast of The SPOTLIGHT’s weekly call-in talk 
forum, Radio Free America, with host Tom Valentine. The guests were inde- 
pendent investigator Pat Briley and former Oklahoma state Rep. Charles 
Key. An edited transcript of the first half of the interview was published in 
the Feb. 1 issue of The SPOTLIGHT. What follows is an edited transcript of 
the second half of the interview. Valentine’s questions are in boldface. 
Responses by Key and Briley are in regular text.

Yet, 
so far, nothing has been done. Now, 
there are two other officials are linked 
to this story.

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Michael New: American Hero 


The oath United Nations officers 
must take and the one American sol- 
diers take proves that Michael New, the 
only American ever tried and convicted 
by court martial for wanting to serve 
his country in uniform, was dead right. 

New—a young, enlisted man— 
refused to don UN insignia and serve in 
Macedonia under the command of a 
Finnish officer. He believes that his 
oath forbids it, and for that he was 
court-martialed. His appeal is still 
winding its way through the courts. 

But let’s look at the oaths. An Ameri- 
can soldier swears as follows: “I do 
solemnly swear that I will support and 
defend the Constitution of the United 
States against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic; that I will bear true faith and 
allegiance to the same; and that I will 
obey the orders of the president of the 
Unites States and the orders of the offi- 
cers appointed over me, according to 
regulations and the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice.” 

Now, here is the oath that officers 
serving the United Nations must take: 
“I solemnly affirm to exercise in all loy- 
alty, discretion and conscience the func- 
tions entrusted to me as a member of 
the international service of the United 
Nations, to discharge those functions 
and regulate my conduct with the inter- 
est of the United Nations only in view 
and not to seek or accept instructions in 
respect to the performance of my duties 
from any government of other authority 
external to the organization.” 

As you can plainly see, a person can- 
not be loyal to both the United States 
and the United Nations. The United 
Nations is a separate, foreign govern- 
ment. And that was Michael New’s 
point: He never took an oath to the 
United Nations, and no one had author- 
ity to place him under foreign com-

Sweatshop Watch is a coalition of 
labor and civil rights groups committed 
to eliminating the exploitation that 
occurs in sweatshops in the United 
States. It reports that “many of these 
workers labor in dangerous conditions 
including blocked fire exits, unsanitary 
bathrooms and violation of health laws. 
Most of these garment workers are 
immigrant women who face verbal and 
physical abuse and are intimidated 
from speaking up for themselves for 
fear of losing their job or being deport- 
ed.”

kids.” He’s found his “deep pockets” ad- 
versary. “Beatrice and Grace made $634 
million net,” he later says. 

Meanwhile, the opposing lawyer 
Jerome Facher (Robert Duvall) vows that 
no parents will ever reach the courtroom 
because their testimony would be so dev- 
astating. His eccentricities hide a cun- 
ning legal mind that knows the odds and 
tactics that are necessary to win. 

The voiceover by Travolta continues, 
“It begins with a declaration of war—the 
complaint.” Then we see the actual law- 
suit. Cause of Action. Wrongful Death. 
Negligence. Pain and Suffering. “We 
have to show how toxic solvents leaked 
into the water supply,’ he says. And so 
the seemingly endless depositions begin. 

After spending millions of dollars 
preparing the case, hiring consultants, 
engineers, geologists and doctors, 
Schlichtmann’s firm is running out of 
time and money. 

Near the end, awaiting the jury’s ver- 
dict, Travolta and Duvall meet in the 
hallway in a seemingly casual encounter. 
The case is reduced to a high-stakes 
poker game that doesn’t even provide the 
facade of justice. Duvall mocks Travolta 
about his search for truth saying, “If 
you're looking for truth, Jan, look where 


it is, at the bottom of the bottomless pit.” 
Truth and justice are simply not the 
products in a court of law. 

Another highlight of the film is the 
darkly comic scene with the Grace vice 
president (Sidney Pollack), who tells 
him, “Let’s be honest. I can afford to 
pay ...” then proceeds to tell him why he 
won't because every other lawyer will 
perceive weakness and sue him for other 
damages. 

The case moves on, eating up more 
time and money, until it’s finally sabo- 
taged by Judge Skinner (John Lithgow) 
whose actions are evidence that there 
must be a ring of fire in Dante’s Inferno 
especially reserved for judges. 

The postscript reads that W.R. Grace 
was indicted and eventually paid $69.4 
million in cleanup costs. But in this 
David vs. Goliath legal battle, who wants 
to see David get stomped? 

So why would anyone want to make a 
movie like A Civil Action? Perhaps to 
show the futility of tackling a corporate 
giant. The implicit message of this movie, 
however, is stark and undeniable. If you 
take on big business in a court of law, 
don’t expect to win. Don’t even expect :

The fight to defend the First Amendment has taken an 
unusual twist. Former foes are now joining forces much 
to the dismay of the enemies of free speech.

SPOTLIGHT correspondent Michael 
Collins Piper has come to the defense of 
the First Amendment rights of a Cali- 
fornia college professor who went out of 
his way to suppress Piper's First 
Amendment rights last year.

‘Tronically, Bauer is under fire from

’ newsletters, which are satirical in 
nature, contain “verbal threats and vio- 
lent overtones.” 

The college district chancellor, Cedric 
Sampson, ordered Bauer to attend 
psychiatric-style “anger-management 
counseling” courses. Bauer has re- 
sponded, saying, “This is retaliation. I 
think they are just trying to circum- 
vent the First Amendment and silence 
me...and they think they can do it if

ciplinary action, according to a report 
by The Orange County Register’s highly 
regarded education editor, Kimberly 
Kindy. 

In the meantime, Bauer has filed a 
lawsuit against the district saying that 
his First Amendment rights are being 
violated. Piper has announced that he 
will be filing an amicus curiae (friend of 
the court) brief on Bauer’s behalf. 

“Tve read some of Roy’s work,” said 
Piper. “His writings are quite scrappy 
and perhaps a bit bizarre. Roy is truly 
an eccentric—the proverbial ‘nutty pro- 
fessor—but to suggest that he has 
some sort of mental problem sounds 
like something right out of the KGB 
handbook. 

“And for that matter,” added Piper,

ened me over a long list of things that I 
had found out about. For instance, FBI 
agents were not in the Murrah building 
at the time of the bombing. Also, Judge 
Wayne Alley had prior warning of a 
bombing attempt.

want to cover up an Arab terrorist 
threat such as one coming from the 
Hamas underground or the Iraqis? 
After all, they’ve been looking for 
an excuse to go after Saddam Hus- 
sein for a long time. 

Briley: There are two specific reasons 
why Clinton would personally want to 
be involved in the cover-up, and I have 
evidence that he was. 

First of all, the Iraqi who is the prime 
suspect in this case was brought to the 
United States after the Gulf War by 
President Clinton, who personally inter- 
vened.

Lenzner was the personal investiga- 
tor for the president starting in April of 
1994. He contacted reporter Jayna 
Davis, at Channel 4 in Oklahoma City, 
and tried to interfere with her investi- 
gation. She would not cooperate with 
him and afterward they had all kinds of 
terrible disruptions. Lenzner employs a 
Pakistani who works in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, who has been connected by other 
witnesses in this case to the Oklahoma 
City bombing. Lenzner is also a close 
personal friend of Hillary Clinton and 
worked with her under Sam Dash on 
the Watergate investigation.
